Synopsis : 

AEOilOAK broadcasts feat\iring "latesi, news and comments” produced by AECHOAK- 
Athens xient on the air beginning 12 Se tesmbeco. Since then a fresh tape has been 
sent to nCREX dally- for broadcasting, Monday through Thursday. Two or three 
miscellaneous tapes made up of scripts fi-om most recent broadcasts plus scripts 
produced by PETHPRS? were turned over each Friday to PFREX for airing over the 
X'leekend. (There are no delivei’ies of t apes to PYKSX on Saturdays and Sundays.) 
AEP/uLADE and AERODYTJA’'IC tapes were run according to established 

schedule^:. Soviet jamming was screwhat lighter during the Latter pardi of 
September (see para 1 -c below). PETIIURST has found an apartment half x-ray 
between A.thens and Psychico, and is planning to move jn as soon as his house- 
hold effects arrive from the States.
